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HISTORICAL AND BIBLIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON THE 
SHEETS OF NEW HAMPSHIRE STATUTES

The attainment of independence 
from British rule, left the Colony of 
New Hampshire without any definite 
Body of Laws. It was like a ship with- 
out a rudder. The courage of its 
citizens and the sound judgment of 
its leaders guided its ship of state 
safely through a long bitter war where- 
by independence of the colony was 
affirmed and established. 

lo have its own law-making body, 
whose enactments were no longer sub- 
ject to amendment or complete annul- 
ment by England, was an aim that 
had been but an iridescent dream at 
its best. 

While still a British Colony, with 
other sister Colonies seething under 
the oppression of a selfish ruler, the 
Colony of New Hampshire, in re- 
sponse to a request of the Continental 
Congress bearing date of November 
3rd, 1775, called a convention of dele- 
gates to meet at Exeter on December 
2lst. The resolution of Congress, fol-

lowed by the form or plan of Civil 
Government for the Colony, appear in 
full in the Compilation of New Hamp- 
shire Laws published at Exeter in 
1780, pages 1-4. 

The Convention resolved itself into 
an assembly, assuming the name, 
power, and authority of a law-making 
body. 

On January 5th, 1776, after solemn 
deliberation, a form of Civil Govern- 
ment was adopted, having a House of 
Representatives and a Council of 
twelve to be drawn from the repre- 
sentatives the people had 
elected. 

The Assembly effected a temporary 
organization on January fifth, by elec- 
ting Matthew Thornton as speaker; 
Ebeneezer Thompson as Clerk, and 
Noah Emery of Exeter, as Assistant 
Clerk. On the next day, the House 
chose twelve of its members to form 
the Council, among whom was Ebe- 
neezer Thompson. This vacated the 
Clerkship of the House. On the 
eighth, a permanent organization was

effected and Noah Emery was chosen 
as Clerk,—a position he held through 
1780. 


On the ninth, the house “Voted 
that Noah Emery & Samuel Cutts 
Esq. and Col. David Gilman be a 
Committee of this House, to join 
a Committee of the Hon. Council 
to revise the System of Laws 
Lately in force in this Colony, and 
to report what Alterations, addt- 
tions & amendments of them are 
Necessary to be made in our Pres- 
sent Circumstances, For the Guid- 
ance of the Executive Officers of 
Government.” “Sent up for Con- 
currence.” 


The Council added to the Commit- 
tee, Hon. Matthew Thornton, Ebe- 
neezer Thompson, & Wyseman Clag- 
gett Esq. 

On January tenth the House chose 
the Justices of the Superior Court of 
Judicature; and of the Inferior County 
Courts; also other State and County 
Officials, thereby laying the founda- 
tion for a State Government of Law 
and Order in accordance with the 
plan adopted on the fifth. 

During the last few decades, a suc- 
cession of folio pages numbered from 
3 to 104 have appeared mostly in ran- 
dom parts, containing enactments of 
the law-making body of New Hamp- 
shire, passed between March 28th, 
1776, and Dec. 26th, 1778. They bear 
some indication of having been pre- 
pared as the beginning of a Compila- 
tion of Statutes for the State. They 
are easily distinguishable from the 
earlier, as well as the later compila- 
tions of folio size, by the system of

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numbering of the pages, which is 
placed in the center and top of each, 
and enclosed in parentheses. 

In the vicinity of 1915, the writer 
secured pages 3-25, in New Jersey; 
and a few more random sheets in New 
Hampshire, a few years later. The late 
Mr. Otis Hammond, Secretary of the 
N. H. Historical Society, diligently 
sought them at every conceivable 
source, and declared them to be the 
scarcest compilation of New Hamp- 
shire Laws of which he had any knowl- 
edge. He thoroughly believed them to 
be an official and authorized publica- 
tion by the State; and declared them 
to be worth five thousand dollars, if a 
complete copy could be located. He 
stated that the New York State Library 
at Albany, possessed a complete copy 
with a title page and table of contents, 
qualifying that with the remark that 
he had “been so informed.” The 
writer has been informed by corre- 
spondence with the Librarian of the 
New York State Library, that their 
collection contains pages 3 to 104 
inclusive, in facsimile, and nothing 
more. 

Mr. Hammond succeeded in secur- 
ing all pages from 3 to 104, excepting 
two, which he supplied in photostat. 
He also secured a sheet paged one and 
two, but having a different type than 
the sheets 3-104. He placed it with the 
sheets ahead of page three, hoping 
doubtless, that it belonged there. It 
contains the Plan or Form of Gov- 
ernment, adopted January 5th. There 
seems to be nothing to identify it with 
the sheets, other than the sequence of 
paging; which carries far less pro- 
bative force than the difference in the 
type. The Plan or Form of Govern- 
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ment, could well be printed as a com- 
plete state document by itself, as 
appropriately as the Declaration of 
Independence. 

Each of the three folio compilations 
printed prior to 1776, contains a title 
page, and a Table of the Laws, made 
up of the titles of the Acts and the 
date of their passage and the pages 
therein where they may be found. 
There is no evidence of such having 
been printed for the sheets, from 
which the conclusion follows that 
none such were ever printed. 

There are two sources from which 
one might expect to find complete 
information regarding the sheets had 
they been printed as a regular com- 
pilation of the Body of the Laws, and 
had they been duly authorized by the 
State. The first is a pamphlet entitled

The second source is the check-list 
of N. H. Laws, containing a list of all 
the compilations of New Hampshire 
laws from 1699 to 1891 appearing in 
the report of the N. H. State Library

for 1891, pp. 123-138. As the title to 
Mr. Hoyt’s Notes indicates, his notes 
are both Historical and Bibliographi- 
cal, and his statements are amply for- 
tified by citations to records easily 
obtainable. His biographical notes 
begin with the administrations of 
Lieutenant Governors Usher and Part- 
ridge, and include the administrations 
of Governor Allen and the Earl of 
Bellemont, between 1692 and 1704 
within which period a folio imprint 
having a title page, one blank leaf, 
and pages 3-10, came from the press 
of Bartholomew Green and John 
Allen, in Boston, in 1699, and as the 
title page affirms they were “Printers 
to His Excellency The Earl of Belle- 
mont.’” A more complete description 
of this exceedingly rare imprint may 
be found in the report of the N. H. 
State Library for 1891, p. 123. Only 
one copy of this is known to exist 
today. 

At the time Mr. Hoyt wrote his 
Notes, the existence of this small 
pamphlet was unknown in New 
Hampshire. Reference to it was later 
discovered in a list offered for sale in 
Ireland. It was purchased and placed 
in the Charlemagne Tower Collection 
of Colonial Laws where it still remains. 
It has been reproduced in fac-simile 
by the New Hampshire Historical 
Society; and has been reprinted by the 
state. While it is believed to be the 
first attempt at a compilation printed 
and distributed in this state, it is not 
the first of the laws passed by the Pro- 
vincial Assembly of this state. After 
the separation of New Hampshire 
from Massachusetts, in 1680 the Gen- 
eral Assembly of this state enacted a 
code of criminal laws. The “Capital 
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Laws” enacted in 1679-80, contained 
sixteen offenses punishable by death. 
Certain “Civil Laws” were also passed, 
and many amendments were enacted 
in 1682. These may be found in the 
Provincial Papers of New Hampshire, 
in Vol. 1, pages 373, 374, 382, 386, 387, 
433 and 445. See also the opinion of 
Judge Sargent in State v. Snyder, 50 
New Hampshire Law Reports, p. 150. 
As I have said the 1699 imprint was 
unknown in this country, when Mr. 
Hoyt published his notes in 1876. He 
credits the compilation of 1716 as the 
first revision. This was the product of 
a committee of six, appointed in 
December 1715, and printed by Ben- 
jamin Green in Boston, and “Sold by 
Eleazor Russell, at his shop in Ports- 
mouth.” Later laws enacted up to 
1726, were paged in sequence with an 
error whereby six pages had duplicate 
numbering. It commonly 
known as “Russell’s Edition.” The 
next compilation, or revision, listed 
by Mr. Hoyt is that of 1761, having 
a title page as follows: 
Acts/ and/ Laws/ of/ His Majesty’s 
Province/ of/ New Hampshire/ in/ 
New England./ With Sundry Acts of 
Parliament./ By order of the Gover- 
nor,/ Council and Assembly,/ Passed 
October 16th, 1759./ Portsmouth, 
Printed by Daniel Fowle./ 1761. 
This became known as “‘Fowle’s first 
edition.” Of it, Mr. Hoyt says:

“This edition not being deemed 
authentic, efforts were made to 
induce the Assembly to order a 
fresh revision.” 


By whom it was not “deemed 


authentic” he does not say, but while 
it ended on p. 236, certain later pages 
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were added, to and including p. 252, 
containing an Act of Parliament, and 
two acts of the Assembly. It was 
reprinted by the State in 1887, but 
stopped short right in the middle of 
a table of fees, whereby about three 


pages were omitted. While the orig- 


inal volume was printed by Daniel 
Fowle, in Portsmouth, the additional 
acts were printed by Daniel and Rob- 
ert Fowle, in Portsmouth in 1766. 
The efforts which Mr. Hoyt says 
were made “to induce the Assembly 
to order a fresh revision,” resulted in 
the revision of 1771, commonly known 
as “Cutt’s Code,” which contained the 
Body of the Laws which were in force 
at that time, and was the last code 
sanctioned by Great Britain govern- 


ing the Province of New Hampshire. 
The title page is as follows: 


“Acts and Laws/ of His Mayjes- 
ties Province/ of/ New Hamp- 
shire,/ in New England./ With 
sundry Acts of Parliament./ By 
Order of the General Assembly. 
To which 1s prefixed the/ Com- 
missions/ of/ President John 
Cuttes, Esq;/ and his Excellency, 
John Wentworth, Esq;/ Ports- 
mouth, Printed by Daniel and 
Robert Fowle,/ and sold at their 
Office near the State House./ 
1771./ 


In the report of the State Library 
for 1891, the collation of this volume 
is given as follows: 


“Collation; Title, 1 leaf. Prest- 
dent Cuttes’ Commission, pp. 1-6; 
The Governor's Commission; pp. 
1-8; The Governor's Commission 
as Vice-Admiral, pp. 1-5; 1 p. 
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blank: Titles pp. 1-1V; Perpetual 
Laws, pp. 1-272; Temporary 
Laws, pp. 1-51; 1 p. blank; Table, 
pp. 1-X111.” 


To this collation the Librarian adds 
the following: 


“In the copy of this volume 
owned by the state library and 
constituting pages 273-288 of it, 
are found additional acts, mostly 
of a date subsequent to 1771; also, 
similarly added to the Temporary 
Laws, pp. 53-72. These pages have 
no colophons. The numbering 
of pages and of chapters ts con- 
with the text which 
immediately precedes them.”

The writer has seen several copies 
of this volume in which the Gover- 
Vice-Admiral 
was omitted. Mr. Fitzpatrick, of the 
New York State Library, said in an 
article entitled “Notes on New Hamp- 
shire Statute Law,’* that Mr. T. L. 
Cole declared that there were only

three known copies, including Har- 
vard’s, of the 1771 Compilation, which 
had these added pages in both the 
perpetual laws and the temporary 
laws. The writer would add a copy in 
the Law Library of Duke University 
in North Carolina, another in_ his 
possession, and still another in Dart- 
mouth Library, as well as two more in 
the collection of the Historical Society 
of N.H., and the New Hampshire 
State Library. Mr. T. L. Cole of The 
Statute Law Book Co. of Washington, 
D. C., was commonly recognized as 
the greatest authority in the United 
States on the statutes of all the States.

His brain contained a card-index of 
every state. 

Another source of information is to 
be found in a check-list of the statutes 
of every state, compiled by Grace E. 
MacDonald for the Public Document 
Clearing House of the National Asso- 
ciation of State Libraries. It was 
printed at the Oxford Press in Provi- 
dence, R. I., in 1937. It includes 
every state. The compiler lists the 
sheets we have under consideration, 
and classifies them as a Compilation. 
Her basis for that is not stated. It 
certainly could not be classed under 
session-laws, with all of the omissions 
of various enactments during each of 
the sessions of the Assembly during 
the years of 1776, 7 and 8, for as such 
it would be incomplete. There is one 
similarity between the sheets and the 
compilation of 1780, which indicates 
a common hand in their preparation, 
namely, the first thirteen enactments 
in each are identical. In the sheets 
they cover pages 3-25; in the compila- 
tion they cover pages 1-27. The dif- 
ference is due entirely to the size of 
the type. Between pages 25-104 the 
sheets contain thirty-six enactments, 
of which thirty-four are found in the 
1780 compilation. The two which are 
not in the compilation were limited 
to a period which expired prior to 
1780. 

The compilation contains one hun- 
dred and eighteen enactments, of 
which seventy-six were passed prior 
to December 28th, 1778, the date of 
the passage of the last act to be found 
in the sheets, and of these thirty-four 
were omitted from the sheets. Some 
of these were of great importance in 
the administration of the affairs of the 
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new state; and strongly bear on the 
purpose of the printer of the sheets. 
Among them is an act passed Septem- 
ber 11, 1776, entitled “An Act to 
adopt and take the Name, Stile and 
Title of STATE in lieu of Colony, in 
New Hampshire.” This act dignified 
it among the new states as “THE 
STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE.” 
Why it was omitted from the sheets 
presents a problem not easy to solve. 
To give it a natural location, it should 
have followed the first chapter in the 
sheets, entitled “An Act for establish- 
ing COURTS OF LAW for the Ad- 
ministration of Justice within this 
Colony,” which was enacted July 5th, 
1776; to be followed by the act entitled 
“An Act for establishing the Stile of 
Commissions,” etc. 

Another equally strange omission 
in the sheets, is of an act passed April 
9th, 1777, entitled “An Act for the 
re-establishing the General System of 
Laws heretofore in force in this State.” 
The preamble to this act is of impor- 
tance demonstrating as it does the 
uncertainty of the assembly as the 
legal force of Cutt’s Code, which con- 
stituted the Body of laws governing 
the colony, prior to the “Declaration 
of Independence,” and is therefore 
worthy of insertion at this point. It 
reads thus: 


“WHEREAS Doubts have arisen 
whether the several Acts and Laws in 
force in this State before the Assump- 
tion of the present Form of Govern- 
ment, were not thereby, or by the sub- 
sequent Declaration of Independence, 
vacated, abrogated and disannulled: 
For the removal whereof, BE IT EN- 
ACTED * * * That all the Acts &

Laws in force in this State, (at the 
time the present form of Government 
was assumed) with every Article, 
Direction and Power in the same con- 
tained so far as they are not repugnant 
to, and incompatible with the pres- 
ent Form of Government in this State, 
its Independence on Great Britain, or 
are not repealed and disannulled, or 
altered by any Act or Law made and 
passed by the COUNCIL and HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES of | this 
State since the said assuming of Goyv- 
ernment, BE REVIVED, BE EN- 
ACTED, directed and ordered to 
abide and remain in Full Force, and 
accordingly to be exercised, practised 
and put in execution, and that all the 
Fines and Forfeitures thereby appro- 
priated to the Kings use, shall be 
applyed to the use of the County 
wherein the same shall be imposed 
and become Due.” 


The probative force of the failure 
to include this act in the sheets is 
most decidedly inconsistent with the 
idea that the sheets were an attempt 


at a compilation or general body of 


laws. 

It may be helpful at this point to 
consider the Form of Government of 
January 5th, 1776, as its framers 
viewed it. Fortunately we have the 
benefit of an opinion from the court 
of last resort in this state, delivered by 
Chief Justice Joel Parker, in 1839, in 
the case of Brewster vs. Hough, 10 
N.H. 138, which involved the legality 
of a tax assessed as non-resident, on a 
tract of land in the town of Lebanon 
which the proprietors on March 13, 
1770, nearly six years before the Form 
of Government was adopted, conveyed 
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to the trustees of Dartmouth College, 
in consideration that said Doctor 
Wheelock’s school, incorporated with 
Dartmouth College, is erected in said 
Hanover,” and which “the trustees of 
the college on July 12th, 1813 leased 
* * * for nine hundred and ninety- 
nine years, * * * at an annual rental 
of $33.00.” In the opinion we find the 
followings: 


“The General Assembly, or Gen- 
eral Court, as it was often called, of 
1780, could have possessed no greater 
power, in relation to this subject, than 
the legislature now possesses, under 
the Constitution. It was organized 
under what has been called the consti- 
tution of January 5, 1776, which was 
not in fact a grant of power by the 
people, or an instrument originally 
submitted to them for their sanction, 
but was a form of civil government by 
a congress of representatives, elected 
by the inhabitants of the several 
towns, in pursuance of the vote of a 
convention, and empowered to prose- 
cute such measures as they should 
deem necessary for the public good, 
during the term of one year. It pro- 
vided for a form of government to 
continue during the contest with 
Great Britain, and was afterwards 
continued in force one year longer by 
the vote of the people. That form of 
government could not, from its nature, 
and the present Constitution does not, 
contain any express grant of authority, 
from the people, empowering the leg- 
islature to make such a contract.” 


The idea, as expressed by Chief 
Justice Parker, that the form of gov- 
ernment was temporary in its nature 


and in the contemplation of its foun- 
ders, was later reaffirmed in the cases 
of Gould vs. Raymond, 59 N.H. 260, 
and State vs. Saunders, 66 N.H. at p. 
72. 

The act adopted by the assembly, 
whereby the provisions of Cutt’s Code 
were adopted as the law of the state 
“so far as they are not repugnant to 
and incompatible with the present 
Form of Government,” appears in the 
compilation of 1780 on p. 84. It was 
passed April 9, 1777. The very next 
act in the compliation, is entitled “An 
Act for taking up, imprisoning, or 
otherwise restraining Persons danger- 
ous to this State.” A notable instance 
of its application is to be found in 
the case of Gould vs. Raymond, here- 
inbefore mentioned, whereby Capt. 
George March, whom the Committee 
of Safety of Stratham charged with 
“being a person inimical to the liber- 
ties of this country,” and the assembly 
before whom the complaint was laid, 
voted that the constable of Exeter 
“seize the body of George March and 
safely keep him till called for by the 
house to be examined and tried.” 59 
N. H. Reports, p. 273. Many such 
instances appear in Vol. 8 N. H. State 
Papers in the Journals of the House. 
On pages 128-9 of the compilation of 
1780 is a list of over seventy-five per- 
sons headed by John Wentworth, Esq., 
late Governor of the state, who have 
left the state and joined the enemies 
thereof, and were prohibited from re- 
turning “without leave first had and 
obtained from the assembly.” This 
list and the statute of which it was a 
part was omitted from the sheets, as 
was also the “Act for taking up, im- 
prisoning, or otherwise restraining 
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Persons dangerous to the State.” 
Another act along the same lines, 
appearing in the compilation of 1780, 
pp. 139-140, entitled “An Act to Con- 
fiscate the Estates of sundry Persons 
therein named” and passed Nov. 28, 
1778, was also omitted from the sheets. 
A libel had been filed against the vast 
estate, both real and personal, of John 
Wentworth, under this act, and a re- 
ceiver appointed by the court to sell 
his property. These acts laid the 
foundation for the arrest of Tories 
and the confiscation of their property, 
and it is difficult to understand why 
they were omitted. 

Three other enactments of import- 
ance, in the compilation of 1780, on 
pp. 146, 147 and 148, were omitted. 
The first was a resolve explanatory 
of the “Militia Act.” This last named 
act is by far the longest, appearing in 
both the sheets and the compilation, 
and was so important that the 
day after its passage, it was ordered 
printed, and 250 copies distributed. 
Why the explanatory act was omitted 
when the original is in the sheets, 


presents a problem not easy to solve, 


more particularly in view of the fact 
that other enactments passed on the 
same day, and the day following, were 
inserted in the sheets. The second of 
these omitted acts passed on Dec. 26, 
1778, amended a previous act which 
provided “An Equitable method of 
making rates and Taxes, and deter- 
mining who shall be legal voters in 
Town Affairs.” Certainly it is an 
important act which defines the right 
of voting in a new and sovereign state. 
Its omission is inexplicable, upon any 
theory that they were a part of an 
official compilation of statutes for the 
government of the state.

The third of these omitted acts, 


passed Dec. 26, 1778, was entitled: 


“An Act to make Void all attach- 
ments which have been, or hereafter 
shall be made on the Estates of Per- 
sons who have left this State or any 
of the United States, and gone over 
to the Enemies of the said State since 
the Commencement of Hostilities by 
Great Britain; or on the Estates of any 
Inhabitant or subject of Great Britain, 
located in this State.” 


The Act listing over seventy-five 
and prohibiting

General Assembly” was enacted Nov. 
19, 1778. 
Estates of sundry Persons.” (tories),— 
was passed Nov. 28, 1778. Each was 
in full force and effect prior to the 
passage on Dec. 25th and 26th of the 
three enactments which were omitted 
from the Sheets. Each was of great 
importance to the government of the 
new state, their 
enlightening only in so far as it con- 
clusively establishes that the author of 
the sheets, decided very suddenly to

and omission is 


abandon the project, whatever may 
have been his purpose at the outset. 
It is not farfetched to conclude from 
this sudden change of heart, that the 
author came to the conclusion that a 
new compilation containing the entire 
body of the laws for the guidance of 
the government of the state, would 
soon be forthcoming; and that if it 
should happen that he would be 
chosen to supervise its printing and 
publication, the reason for the aban- 
donment of further printing of the 
sheets, becomes apparent. 
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On February 20, 1778, the House 
“Voted, That this House resolves 
itself into a Committee of the Whole 
to join the Honorable Board (Coun- 
cil) if they see fit, to consider the 
Confederation formed by the Honor- 
able Congress; and also for the calling 
a full and free Representation of all 
the People of the State for the sole 
purpose of forming a Permanent Plan 
or System for the future government 
of the State.” * This was concurred in 
by the Council on February 25th, ac- 
companied by a declaration that “the 
same be not recommendatory but Di- 
rectory,” (ib. 774). The date for the 
convention was fixed as June 10, 1779, 
and Concord as the place for holding 
it. On June 26th, the House voted 
“for printing a new edition of the 
Laws of this State.”* and adjourned 
to the third Wednesday in October. 
On Nov. 11th, 1879 the House voted 
that Noah Emery receive out of the 
treasury one thousand pounds for the 
purpose of paying for paper and print- 
ing of the Laws, p. 836. 

March 4, 1780 the House again 
voted that Noah Emery have one 
thousand pounds out of the treasury, 
for printing laws.* Noah Emery was 
Clerk of the House, from 1776 through 
1780, and as such was familiar with 
the enactments of the Assembly, and 
was custodian of its journals and rec- 
ords throughout his term. 

Oct. 26, 1780 a vote was passed by 
the Assembly “directing Noah Emery, 
Esq., Clerk of the Assembly, how to 
distribute the law books in his hands 
lately printed.” ‘These were the com- 
pilation of 1780, which was printed

in Exeter. Mr. Hoyt’s notes contain 
a description of this volume, in which 
he says: “This volume contains 235 
pages of laws.” In this he was mis- 
taken. True it is that the last page 
is numbered 235, but there is a break 
from page 182 to 201. The “Titles of 
the Laws,” appearing after the title 
page, and covering pages III-VI 
shows the absence of these pages. The 
list of titles has the date of the enact- 
ment of each Act and Resolve, and 
they are arranged chronologically to 
Nov. 18, 1779, which appears on p. 
168. The Table then goes to June 
13th, 1780 (p. 169) and proceeds on 
to June 27th, p. 180. This is followed 
by Acts passed in March 1780, between 
the 4th and the 18th, followed by one 
act passed April 29th; which appear 
on pages 201 to 235 inclusive. A some- 
what similar mistake occurs in the 
sheets, where p. 42 had to be printed 
in very small type to accommodate the 
material, as page 43 had already been 
printed, with the succeeding pages. 

Further light is shed on the sheets, 
by the appearance of five colophons, 
placed at random intervals, on pages 
18, 42, 46, 54 and 58, showing that 
four of the five were printed at Exeter, 
and the other at Portsmouth. Three 
of them contain an advertisement “for 
sale at the printing office.’”” The colo- 
phons and advertisements justify a 
conclusion that the sheets were printed 
at irregular intervals, for the purpose 
of profit. 

A review of the Journals of the 
House, which appear in Vol. 8, of the 
New Hampshire State Papers, dis- 
closes that between September 19, 
1777 and March 15th, 1780, the State 
raised through loans and taxes, ?,152,- 
500 pounds lawful money, of which 
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1,230,000 pounds were for the use of 
the Federation of States; and thirty 
thousand pounds were for bounties 
to soldiers. The resolutions for the 
various appropriations, appear also 
in the compilation of 1780. 

The absence of any account ap- 
proved and allowed by the Assembly, 
for the printing of the sheets, other- 
wise than the “Militia Act,” renders 
it highly improbable that the state 
was sponsoring their publication. 

Reviewing the contents of the sheets, 
and the omission therefrom of many 
enactments vital to the government of 
the state, together with the compila- 
tion of 1780, in the light of the his- 
torical setting, the writer is irresistibly 
impelled to the conclusion that, ex- 
cepting for the Militia Act, the 
publication of the sheets was due to 
the industry of Noah Emery in col- 
laboration with the proprietors of the 
printing offices; and that they are, 
therefore, unauthorized and unofficial 
as a State Document.

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THE NORTHAMPTON LAW SCHOOL 


ELIZABETH ForceEus, Assistant Librarian, Yale Law School Library 


There recently came into possession 
of the Yale Law Library a set of four 
notebooks written between 1825 and 
1827 by Nathaniel J. Lord, of Salem, 
Massachusetts, while he was a student 
at the law school conducted by Samuel 
Howe and Elijah Hunt Mills in 
Northampton, Massachusetts. ‘This 
school, during its brief duration—it 
lasted only from 1823 to 1829—had a 
reputation which places it among the 
most influential of the early private 
law schools of the Litchfield type. 

The story of the founding of the 
Northampton Law School may be 
briefly told. Samuel Howe, who was 
born in Belchertown, Massachusetts, 
in 1785, was graduated from Williams 
College in 1804. Deciding to study 
law, he spent a few months in an 
office in Brookfield, and from there 
went in 1805 to Litchfield, Connecti- 
cut, to study at the Litchfield Law 
School. At the end of his course there, 
he returned to Massachusetts, went 
into the office of Judge Theodore 
Sedgwick in Stockbridge, was admitted 
to the bar in 1807, and began practice. 
At Litchfield he had, like so many of 
his fellow students, fallen in love; in 
his case it was with one of the four 
charming daughters of General Uriah 
Tracy. He was married in 1807, and 
soon afterwards moved to Worthing- 
ton. Worthington was a small and 
remote town in Hampshire County, 
but there he built up a good practice, 
was elected to the Massachusetts leg- 
islature, and became. well-known 


among the lawyers of the state. His 
wife died in 1811, and in 1813 he 
married Sarah Lydia Robbins of Mil- 
ton. In 1820 he moved to Northamp- 
ton and went into partnership with 
Elijah Hunt Mills, and the next year 
he was appointed an associate justice 
of the newly created state court of 
common pleas. 

Mills, born in 1776, and thus eleven 
years older than Howe, was also a 
Williams College graduate, and had 
become one of the best-known lawyers 
in Massachusetts. He was active in 
politics as a Federalist, had served in 
the state legislature, was a representa- 
tive in Congress from 1815 to 1819, 
and a United States senator from 1820 
to 1827. In 1823, Howe and Mills, in 
addition to their practice, opened a 
law school patterned on that at Litch- 
field. A few years after the opening 
of their school they associated with 
themselves a third and younger man, 
the junior partner of Mr. Mills, John 
Hooker Ashmun. the son of Senator 
Eli P. Ashmun of Northampton. John 
Ashmun had graduated from Harvard 
in 1818, and, taking up the study of 
law, had already given evidence of 
the remarkable legal ability which 
later brought him into the first rank 
of his profession. 

A school conducted by these three 
men could not fail to attract ambitious 
students. The location of the school 
was also in its favor. Northampton 
had been settled in 1654, and it had 
at this time about 2800 inhabitants. 
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It was beautifully situated on the 
Connecticut River. The proprietors 
of the school proudly wrote: 

“We are situated in one of the most 
delightful and healthy villages in New 
England. Its scenery is almost un- 
equalled in our country. Its popula- 
tion is moral and _ intelligent—and 
comprises many gentlemen of literary, 
scientific and professional eminence.” 


The town exemplified to a_ high 
degree the culture so characteristic of 
early Massachusetts towns; its many 
prominent families made up a delight- 
ful social group. In the 1820's there 
was an excellent preparatory school on 
Round Hill, in the outskirts of the 
town. The faculty and students of the 
school made an interesting addition to 
the village life, and the connection 
between this school and the law school 
was the closer because some of the 
young men who were teaching in the 
academy were at the same time study- 
ing at the law school. 

A printed circular, dated 1825, de- 
scribing the work of the law school, 
then entering upon its third year, is 
extant. Much of this circular is given 
over to a discussion of the necessity 
for systematic instruction in the study 
of the law, an idea more novel then 
than we can easily believe. ‘The 
method of instruction by means of 
lectures, recitations, and discussions is 
explained, and some of the books 
especially recommended for study and 
reading are listed. The school was 
conducted in a brick building on the 
main street, in the “Centre” of the 
village. It is probable that the law 
offices were on the first floor, and the 
second and third floors were used by 
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the students who could live in the 
building. The fees, including charges 
for ‘rooms, fuel and candles,” were set 
at $100.00 a year. The students had 
access to “‘an extensive law library”’ at 
all times. 

No list of the students who were in 
attendance at the time is given in the 
prospectus, nor has any complete list 
of the students of the school as yet 
been Briet 
school found in Northampton histori- 


found. accounts of the 
cal writings say there were usually 


from ten to fifteen in attendance, 
many from the south. The few names 
which are at hand show that the stu-

dents were men who made a 


record of which instructors 
could have been proud. Among them 
was Epaphroditus H. Ransom, who 
went to Michigan and became chief 
justice of the state supreme court, and 
later governor of the state. It is to be 
noted that the Northampton Law 
School was the only one among the 
early private law schools which has 
the distinction of having had among 
its pupils a future president of the 
United States—Franklin Pierce, who 
entered in May 1825. 

It was expected, as in all law schools 
of this period, that the students should 
take the 
These notes were usually bound and 


careful notes of lectures. 
preserved to be used later as a guide 
in practice, for as yet few American 
law texts of general usefulness had 
been published. The four volumes of 
the set of Northampton notebooks in 
the Yale Law Library are bound in 
marbled boards, 34 calf, with gold 
lettering which is now almost effaced. 
One side of the pages was left blank 
for notes, which often were added. 
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The contents of the volumes, listed 
by main topics, is as follows:

The first volume contains the inscrip- 
tion: 

These four volumes of notes were taken by 
the late Nathaniel J. Lord Esq., of Salem, 
while a law student, from lectures delivered 
at the Law School, Northampton, Mass., by 
Judge Howe & Mr. Ashmun. 

Mr. Lord was born Oct. 28th 1805 & died 
June 18th, 1869. 

He was a student at said school from 1825 
to 1827, and afterward in the office of Hon. 
Leverett Saltonstall in Salem, after which he 
was admitted to the Bar, and was for many 
years one of the leading practitioners in 
Essex County.

Esq. to Leverett S. Tuckerman, Salem, Feb. 
1885. 

Nothing more than the information 
given above has as yet been found 
about the notetaker. Mr. Lord was 
fortunate in completing his prepara- 
tion for the bar under Leverett Salton- 
stall, a member of the family so closely 
associated with New England history. 

There was every reason to expect 
that the Northampton Law School 
would continue to flourish. There 
were plans for a new building which 
was to be located on Round Hill. But 
in 1828 Judge Howe died at the early 
age of forty-three. Mills, who contin- 
ued the school with the help of Ash- 
mun, survived him but a short time, 
dying in 1829. Ashmun had had the 
chief responsibility for both the school 


and the office even during the last 
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years of Mills’ life. It happened that 
at this time the Harvard Law School 
was being reorganized, and the Har- 
vard Corporation, after an extensive 
search for the right man and after 
much deliberation, offered the Royall 
professorship to Ashmun. Ashmun de- 
cided to accept the appointment, and 
the Northampton school came to an 
end—although it might almost be said 
to have merged into the Harvard 
Law School, since a group of the stu- 
dents decided to follow Ashmun to 
Harvard. 

The Northampton Law School has 
two especial claims to remembrance. 
One of these is the fact that the lec- 
tures on practice which Judge Howe 
delivered there were published, thus 
leaving a tangible memorial of the 
school. Howe had planned to pub- 
lish them, but the manuscript was not 
complete at the time of his death, 
and Ashmun undertook to finish the 
work. He, however, was unable to 
continue it, and after his death two 
attorneys who had worked with him, 
Richard §. Fay and Jonathan Chap- 
man, continued and completed the 
manuscript. The book was published 
in Boston in 1824, under the title: 
The Practice in Civil Actions and Pro- 
ceedings at Law in Massachusetts. It 
was used for many years as an au- 
thority on Massachusetts practice. 

The second circumstance is the link 
between the Northampton Law School 
and the Harvard Law School. This, 
through Ashmun’s appointment and 
the group of his students who went 
with him to Harvard, was a very direct 
connection. In the new regime at Har- 
vard, much of the actual conduct of 
the school was to fall upon Ashmun. 
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Joseph Story had accepted the Dane 
professorship and was also Dean, and 
he and Ashmun composed the faculty. 
Inaugural ceremonies for the two were 
held in August, 1829, and in Septem- 
ber the school opened with an attend- 
ance of eighteen, which later rose to 
twenty-seven. The group was made 
up of one survivor from the Stearns 
regime, the students who came from 
Northampton, and a few others. Story, 
who was a member of the Supreme 
Court, went to Washington in Decem- 
ber, leaving Ashmun to carry on the 
school alone. Indeed, Story’s court 
work and the writing of his Commen- 
taries, which he began as a duty of his 


professorship, naturally resulted in 
throwing upon Ashmun much of the 
responsibility for the management and 
instruction. The relationship between 
the two professors, and between the 


professors and the students, seems to 
have been well-nigh ideal. Ashmun, 
who suffered from tubercular trouble 
for some years, was also handicapped 
by a slight deafness, and had a weak 
voice, but these drawbacks did not 
affect his remarkable zeal for his work 
and his enthusiasm for teaching. He 
had not only the respect, but also 
the affection, of his students. It is 
clear, from the record he has left in 
the history of the Harvard Law 
School, that the Northampton Law 
School, where his work was begun, had 
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had 


teacher. 

It would be of interest if notebooks 
of other students of the Northampton 
Law School could be identified. It 
is hoped that further study may bring 
to light a complete list of the students, 
and that the influence of the political 
and social background of the school 
in their careers. A

charming picture of life in Northamp- 
ton as well as many interesting notes 
on the Law School and its founders 
is preserved in a memoir of the life 
of Mrs. Lyman, who was a sister of 
Judge Howe’s second wife. It is felt 
that the brief but romantic history of 
the Northampton Law School should 
be as accessible as is that of its longer- 
lived and better-known neighbor in 


Connecticut, the Litchfield Law 


School. 


Nore: The careers of the proprietors of the 
school are well-known. Sketches of Howe and 
of Mills may be found in the Dictionary of 
American Biography. For Ashmun’s life, see 
Warren's History of the Harvard Law School, 
1908, and The Centennial History of the Har- 
vard Law School, 1817-1917, 1918. In addition 
to Howe’s book on Massachusetts practice, re- 
ferred to above, he edited volumes 3 and 4 
of an American edition of Campbell’s Reports 
published in New York by S. Gould in 1821. 
There was some idea of publishing some of 
the lectures which Ashmun left in manu- 
script, but this was not done. The memoir 
of Mrs. Lyman, referred to above, is entitled:

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WILLIAM SANDERS JOHNSTON AS I KNEW HIM 


INCLUDING A BRIEF BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 
1871-1947

On September 1, 1923, when I became 
an employee of The Chicago Law In- 
stitute, WILLIAM SANDERS JOHN- 
STON had been a member of the 
Institute for twenty-two years, he 
having joined the Institute in 1901. 
During the years from 1911 to 1947 he 
had been honored by the membership 
each year by being elected a member 
of the Executive Committee. He was 
a member of the Board of Managers 
from 1911 to 1914, serving as Second 
Vice-President in 1915, First Vice- 
President in 1916, and as President in 
1917. From 1918 to 1931 he again be- 
came a member of the Board of Man- 
agers. Mr. Johnston was appointed 
Acting Librarian on December 12, 
1931, because of the serious illness of 
Captain Edward Maher who was then 
Librarian. Captain Maher died eight 
days later on December 20, 1931. Mr. 
John D. Black, the President of The 
Chicago Law Institute for the year 
1931, had this to say in his Annual 
Report for that year regarding the 
likely successor to Captain Maher: 


One of your past Presidents, Mr. William 
S. Johnston, has been appointed by your 
Board temporarily to the office so made 
vacant and I beg leave to express the per- 
sonal hope that it will be your pleasure 
and his that he continue to function in this 
position so important to our success. 


At the annual meeting of the mem- 
bers of the Institute on January 16, 





1932, these members agreed with Mr. 
Black’s suggestion and elected Mr. 
Johnston as Librarian. This position 
he held until his death on July 9, 1947. 
At the time of his death there were 
only twenty-seven other members alive 
who had been members of the Insti- 
tute for a longer period of time. He 
served the Institute well in an execu- 
tive capacity for thirty-six years. He 
had been a member for forty-six years. 

It was during the time he was Libra- 
rian that I learned to know and admire 
Mr. Johnston. When I became As- 
sistant Librarian on July 16, 1943, I 
was brought into daily personal con- 
tact with him in the management of 
the Institute. 

I am prompted to write this tribute 
to William S. Johnston because of the 
fatherly interest he exhibited in me 
and my co-workers. He was our friend 
and counselor and was ever ready to 
assist the members of the Institute 
Staff. He would willingly grant an 
audience to any of us, either in his 
office or at the Library. Attentive, and 
willing to reason the point under con- 
sideration, he would grant it, if he 
could see its merit, and was willing to 
explain his position to us if he could 
not grant the request. 

Mr. Johnston believed in dealing 
fairly with his fellow men, and in giv- 
ing them the benefit of the doubt. 
These characteristics he displayed in 
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accepting from or on behalf of his 
clients, only that which was due. Mr. 
Johnston always wanted the scales of 
justice to be exactly balanced. The 
“Golden Rule” was his creed. He was 
a tireless worker, keeping at his tasks 
until they were completed. Each task 
had to be finished with such fullness 
of detail that no questions were neces- 
sary when the job was done. Mr. John- 
ston undoubtedly acquired this abil- 
ity from his father who was reputed 
to have been a meticulous worker and 
a finished lawyer of the “old school.” 

William S. Johnston was born on 
May 12, 1871, in Chicago, five months 
before the Great Chicago Fire of Octo- 
ber 8th to 10th, in which his parents 
lost almost everything. He was gradu- 
ated from the Brown School in Chi- 
cago in 1886, and from West Division 
High School in 1890. He continued 
his studies at Amherst College, and 
was awarded his Bachelor of Arts de- 
gree by Amherst in 1894. In 1896, he 
received his degree of Bachelor of Laws 
from the Northwestern University Law 
School, and received a similar degree 
from the Chicago-Kent College of Law 
the following year. In 1896, he was 
admitted to the Illinois Bar, and en- 
tered the practice of law with his 
father under the firm name of William 
M., and William S. Johnston. After 
his father’s death, Mr. Johnston con- 
ducted his practice alone, maintaining 
his law office at 8 South Dearborn 
Street, Chicago, Illinois. His practice 
consisted mainly of real estate and pro- 
bate matters. 


Mr. Johnston was Village Attorney 
of River Forest, Illinois, from 1917 to 
1923, a member of the Mid-West As- 
sociation, and a former member of the 
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Neighborhood Club of River Forest. 
He was President of the latter in 1911. 
At Amherst College he was a member 
of Delta Kappa Epsilon, Sigma Chap- 
ter. He was Regent of Garden City 
Council, No. 202, of the Royal Ar- 
canum in 1904, and was its Secretary 
for thirty years, from 1907 to 1937, 
During the First World War, he was 
chosen as Vice-Chairman in River 
Forest for the Liberty Loan drives, 
and was a voluntary worker in Local 
Board No. 4 in the Selective Service 
System. 

Mr. Johnston joined the American 
Association of Law Libraries in 1932, 
and became its President for the year 
1944-1945. 
in this association and was known by 


He was an active member 


law librarians, law book dealers, pro- 
fessors of law, and scholars throughout 
the country. Early in 1947 a local 
Chapter of the American Association 
of Law Libraries, called the Chicago 
Association of Law 
formed. Mr. Johnston was one of its 
charter members and was elected a 
member of the Executive Committee. 

Mr. Johnston was sociably inclined 
and well liked by his many friends. 
From his school days until the last he 
continued to make friends. The late 
Chief Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Court, the Hon. Harlan F. 
Stone, was one of his personal friends 
and a classmate in Amherst College.

Whenever Mr. Johnston was in Wash- 
ington he visited with the Chief Jus- 
tice at his home. He was always wel- 
comed there with the familiar greet- 
ing of “Johnny” by Mr. Justice Stone. 

Dr. John Timothy Stone was an- 
other of his many Amherst classmates 
with whom a life long friendship ex- 
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isted. Dr. Stone said that from their 
earliest days at Amherst, Mr. Johnston 
was known to him, not as William, but 
as “Johnny.” This friendship was 
strengthened by their association in 
Chicago during the past forty years. 
They had made a practice of fre- 
quently dining together during the 
many years. 

The late John Henry Wigmore, for- 
mer Dean of Northwestern University 
Law School, was another of his life 
long friends. Dean Wigmore taught 
Mr. Johnston while at the law school. 
The friendship thus formed was car- 
ried on throughout the dean’s life. 

It was usually his school day friends 
and associates who called him “John- 
ny.” The friends and acquaintances of 
his later days called him “Bill” or 
“Billy.” 

William Sanders Johnston died sud- 
denly on Wednesday, July 9, 1947. I 
had been to his office that day about 
11:00 A. M., on Institute matters. He 
appeared healthy and in a happy 
frame of mind. When I left his office 
he said he would see me the following 
day. He arrived home that evening 
about 6:00 P. M., and after his dinner 
he sat near the window as though rest- 
ing, instead of reading. His sister, Mrs. 
Ohlerking, sat with him for a while 
and then retired to her room. At 
about 10:00 P. M., Mr. Johnston told 
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his sister that he felt ill. He passed on 
at 10:30 P. M. 

Mr. Johnston is survived by a 
brother, John A. Johnston, who resides 
at 915 Ontario Street, Oak Park, Illi- 
nois, and a widowed sister, Mrs. Helen 
J. Ohlerking, who resided with him at 
617 Franklin Avenue, River Forest, 
Illinois. Mr. Johnston had not mar- 
ried. 

Services were held at his late home 
on Saturday, July 12, 1947. Dr. John 
Timothy Stone, Pastor Emeritus of the 
Fourth Presbyterian Church in Chi- 
cago, and Dr. Charles F. Ball, Pastor of 
the Presbyterian Church of River For- 
est, Illinois, officiated. The following 
sentiments, expressed by Dr. Stone in 
his informal address about his fond- 
ness for Mr. Johnston: “I loved this 
man. No, I will say I love this man. 
He is still my friend. He has just 
stepped into the next room,” are 
shared by his many friends and rela- 
tives. Services at the grave were con- 
ducted by Dr. Stone. He was buried in 
the family plot at Rosehill Cemetery 
in Chicago. I was one of the pall- 
bearers. 

These years of association with Wil- 
liam Sanders Johnston, the man, the 
lawyer, the Librarian, were pleasant, 
instructive, and profitable. The happy 
recollections of these years are endur- 
ingly recorded in my memory. 











A bibliography of the constitutions 
and laws of the American Indians, 
by Lester Hargrett, with an intro- 
duction by John R. Swanton.

In 1941, the Law library journal 

printed on pp. 126-148 “A preliminary 

check list of the laws of the Indian 
tribes, compiled by Robert B. Ander- 
son, associate librarian, Harvard Law 

School Library.” Now a full record of 

the official prints, for the most part 

very elusive, of the efforts of the 

Indian tribes in the United States at 

making their own constitutions and 

laws may be welcomed as a result of 
the private initiative of Lester Har- 
grett, at present director of the 

Thomas Gilcrease Foundation at 

Tulsa, Oklahoma. 

From 1821 to 1905 is the period 
covered, tribal governments in the In- 
dian territory having been abolished 
by Act of Congress in 1906. In great 
part, the documents are those of the 
Five Civilized Tribes (Cherokee, 
Chickasaw, Choctaw, Creek and Semi- 
nole) as well as of other tribes in the 
Indian territory (Osage, Ottawa, Sac 
and Fox), the Indian territory council, 
1870-75, and the proposed State of 
Sequoyah in 1905. Also included are 
those of the Seneca in New York, 
the Omaha and Winnebago in Ne- 
braska, the Stockbridge and Munsee 
in Wisconsin, and the Nez Percé in 
Idaho. An introduction of five and a 


half pages by John R. Swanton, the 
well-known ethnologist for many years 
Smithsonian Institution, 


with the 
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Washington, D. C., gives a brief sys- 
tematic survey. The main arrangement 
is alphabetical by tribe, including the 
Indian territory council and the pro- 
posed State of Sequoyah. Each group 
contains at the beginning a concise 
account of the history and organiza- 
tion, followed by the record of the 
printed documents in chronological 
order. 

Of the 225 titles described, more 
than one third are reported to have 
been previously unrecorded, and Har- 
grett has been indefatigable in his zeal 
to locate, examine and collect ma- 
terial. For all items of which he has 
been able to locate less than ten copies, 
location symbols are given in accord- 
ance with a recognized library key. 
Nearly 80 titles are recorded in but 
a single copy, about two thirds of these 
being in Oklahoma (Tulsa, Okla- 
homa City and Norman). Of these, 
one (no. 15) is known only from a 
single leaf, and another (no. 90) from 
an incomplete copy. Still another (no. 
112) described by Mrs. Foreman in 
Oklahoma imprints, 1835-1907 (1936) 
has disappeared, and yet another (no. 
125) is known only from Pilling’s de- 
scription in 1889. References are 
given to at least eight other titles 
authorized, some probably never hav- 
ing been issued. Approximately 120 
titles are located in from two to nine 
copies. 

Scarcity of the Indian constitutions 
and laws may be attributed in part 
to their having usually been printed 
by small local presses not in contact 
with commercial law book publishing. 























Among the imprints occasionally oc- 
cur such places as Boggy Depot, which 
“has all but disappeared,” and Doaks- 
ville, of which nothing remains today 
“but a few sticks and stones.” Other 
explanations for scarcity are touched 
upon by Hargrett on page 20 as fol- 
lows: “Almost without exception, the 
Indian language versions of the laws 
are rarer than the English. There are 
good reasons for this. In the councils 
of the civilized tribes, although delib- 
erations were bilingual, the laws were 
drafted and adopted in English and 
they were first printed in that lan- 
guage. Tribal officials, court officers, 
Indian agents, and almost every one 
who had occasion to consult the laws 
relied upon the English text. Transla- 
tions into the native tongue were made 
later, often months afterward, and 
printed in small numbers primarily 
for those full-bloods sufficiently inter- 
ested to want a copy of the laws but 
unable to read English; and few full- 
bloods had means of housing for very 
long or handing down any of the 
books that came their way.” 

On account of the scarcity, even 
rarity, of most of the titles, Hargrett 
has frequently felt it necessary to 
identify precisely the contents, the cir- 
cumstances of publication, the print- 
ers, publishers, editors, translators, 
with tribal names, etc. Ten carefully 
chosen facsimiles of titlepages help 
give something of the feeling of these 
plain little books. 

Reference is given to certain un- 
printed Choctaw, Creek and Seminole 
constitutions and laws, and thus inci- 
dentally attention is called to the need 
for systematic collection and publica- 
tion of these documents so far as they 
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do not exist readily available in an 
official edition. 

The careful work of Hargrett might 
well serve not only as an impetus 
towards a record of equally important 
attempts today in various parts of the 
world at transition from tribal ways to 
modern forms of government but as 
an incentive to each of us to discern, 
collect, record, and preserve various 
types of material, even of the contemp- 
orary scene, that may be elusive as well 
as interesting and important.

Legal Bibliography and the Use of 

Law Books, 2nd. edition. Founda- 

tion Press, 1947, 653p. $6.00 

This new edition of Beardsley’s 
Legal Bibliography, intended primari- 
ly as a students text, will prove useful 
to libraries and lawyers as well. It is 
well conceived and planned. The sub- 
ject is divided into seven parts; the 
first four correspond to the major 
classes of law books preceded by an 
introduction; followed by sections on 
research and brief writing and last an 
appendix containing various tables. 

In dealing with the various classes 
of books, the authors do not confine 
themselves merely to giving the bibli- 
ographical data and description of the 
works. They give, in addition, the 
background and nature of the subject 
matter as well. For instance, in the 
chapter on Treaties there are sections 
devoted to the nature, scope, and mak- 
ing of treaties, a chart describing the 
process of treaty making, followed by 
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sections on the interpretation, termin- 
ation of treaties, and comparison of 
treaties with other international acts. 
Then the question of how to find them 
is taken up step by step, and source 
by scource. The same treatment is 
accorded Legislation, Judicial Deci- 
sions and Administrative regulations 
and rulings.

Sections of the manu- 
script evidently were prepared some 
time ago and were not revised for 
publication. For example, page 164 
contains the startling information that

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New York State is about to publish 
a five volume Administrative Code. 
Not only was the work published two 
years ago, but a supplement has al- 
ready been issued. Or, in speaking of 
the United States Aviation Reports 
(p. 432) they begin by saying “While 
no digest has yet been published cov- 
ering this set.”—and end with—“.. . 
the publication of a digest covering 
these reports for the years 1928 to 
the date of publication (1944).” In 
fact, the cumulative digest covers cases 
in aviation law from 1822-1944. Again, 
on page 444 in dealing with Words 
and Phrases, they state that the set 
consists of five series, which statement 
is followed by an inaccurate chart. 
The first four series were replaced by 
a forty-five volume permanent edition 
maintained to-date by pocket parts. 
All of which is correctly pointed out 
on page 445. 

In addition, I cannot conceive of 
any valid reason for publishing in 
1947 a chart which on its face declares 
that it has been compiled in 1945. In 
fact, parts of the chart in question 
seem to have been checked to 1940 
only. (pgs. 435-436: British and Co- 
lonial Digests.) 

It is unfortunate that the section on 
Periodicals was not brought down to 
date. No mention is made of volume 
seven of the Index to Legal Periodi- 
cals, now over a year old for example. 
The list of Selected Current Legal 
Periodicals, (pgs. 367-375) is not cur- 
rent. In fact it starts out with a dead 
periodical, (Air Law Review which 
ceased publication in 1942.) 

Despite the foregoing carping, I 
think the book is good and admirably 
fills the purpose for which it was 











mainly intended. One cannot check 
ones library by it, but one can use it 
as a more than adequate teaching tool.

AVIATION ACCIDENT LAW 
by CHARLES S. RHYNE 


Columbia Law Book Company, Wash- 
ington, D. C., 1947. Pp. x, 315. 


This book, on its title page, is boldly 
announced as ‘“‘a complete collection 
and analysis of all reported court 
decisions involving aircraft accidents” 
together with a reference to legislation 
and international conventions which 
have application in this field. The 
author is listed as the author of two 
other law books touching aviation, 
and as Chairman of the Aeronautical 
Law Committee of the American Bar 
Association. This book carries a fore- 
word by Senator Pat McCarran, the 
draftsman and sponsor of the Civil 
Aeronautics Act of 1938 and the Fed- 
eral Airport Act of 1946. This book, 
in actual achievement as a law book, 
however, falls far below the rosy expec- 
tations aroused by these encouraging 
announcements. 

The text of this book consists largely 
of two types of statements. Through- 
out the book are found brief and gen- 
eralized introductory statements or 
transition statements of the same type. 
Some of these are of very questionable 
accuracy. These are followed for the 
most part by extensive series of par- 
ticularized statements either quoting 
or paraphrasing more or less elabor- 
ately what certain named individual 
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cases are said to have held or stated on 
the topic under which they are strung 
together. Dealing with problems aris- 
ing out of aviation accidents, this book 
in that manner, which is suggestive of 
the scissors and paste process of com- 
pilation, touches on a very broad 
range of applications of tort liability 
to new and developing facts. ‘This 
book, however, actually achieves little 
or no analysis of underlying considera- 
tions to guide the choice of controlling 
analogy from the mass of available 
divergent or conflicting precedents. 

In the law of torts today it is a ques- 
tion of great practical importance 
whether and to what extent control- 
ling analogies are to be drawn from 
the field of negligence or from the field 
of liability without fault when the 
law of torts is applied to novel fact 
combinations not falling directly with- 
in already existing precedents. In con- 
nection with accidents in this new 
three-dimensional air traffic activity 
the need for light as to the basis for 
such choices of controlling analogy is 
particularly urgent, as the following 
simple illustrations readily indicate. 

Two planes that taxi on the run- 
ways of a crowded airport get in each 
others way and collide. In this regard 
they are not strikingly different from 
two automobiles that get in each 
others way and collide on a crowded 
street. On such facts the analogy from 
negligence law applicable to such 
automobile collisions is readily found 
applicable also to collision of air- 
planes on the ground. Here the air- 
planes mutually endanger each other 
much as do automobiles. Again, two 
airplanes that collide in the air mutu- 
ally endanger each other in the sky- 
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ways much as automobiles mutually 
endanger each other on the streets and 
highways. Here, too, the problems 
being in this respect essentially simi- 
lar, negligence analogies are readily 
drawn upon as controlling precedents. 
Similar treatment for essentially simi- 
lar situations is thus achieved. Thus 
is obtained for cases of this type the 
vital element of justice involved in 
equality before the law. 

An airplane from aloft crashes to 
earth, demolishing a house and killing 
some or all of the people living in 
that house. Manifestly, as between 
the aviator aloft and his ground sur- 
face victims below, they do not here 
mutually endanger each other. The 
aviator aloft endangers the 
ground surface victim below but is 
not similarly endangered by him. In 
this regard the risk is not mutual but 
wholly one-sided. Where the risks are 
thus wholly one-sided, can it be just 
to invoke as controlling analogy the 
negligence rule which permits the 
actor to do damage to his victim with- 
out paying for it if he only does it care- 
fully? Where the type of risk is thus 
wholly one-sided such a rule does not 
attain equality of such parties before 
the law. In such cases it leads rather 
to intrenched privilege for the actor 
to continue thus to do damage to the 
victim. Thus it in effect forces the 
victim to subsidize the actor’s opera- 
tion to the extent of its overhead cost 
in such accidental injuries. Isn’t here 
a proper place for liability without 
fault? If so, where are the demarca- 
tion lines to be drawn in aircraft 
operations between the situations in 
which negligence is the properly 
applicable law and the situations 


here 
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which fall properly within the range 
of liability without fault? Manifestly, 
at the borderline between these two 
will be met controversial questions of 
degree. 

Such are some of the deepseated 
aspects of the choice of controlling 
analogies as between negligence and 
liability without fault which underlie 
the application of tort law in the rela- 
tively new fact combinations met with 
in accidents arising out of three- 
dimensional air traffic activity. For 
analysis of such fundamental prob- 
lems, however, this book affords no 
direct assistance whatever. Instead, it 
makes the utterly misleading sweep- 
ing statement set out in full on page 
65, that “the Courts declared that 
. . . liability for damage caused by 
airplanes should be worked out by the 
use of the time-tested rules of the com- 
mon law which base liability upon 
‘fault’ or negligence in failing to use 
ordinary case.” This ill-considered 
erroneous position is implicit, too, in 
much of the casual discussion through- 
out this book. As a statement of the 
common law basis for tort liability this 
statement is only a deceptive half- 
truth. Negligence is by no means the 
only basis for liability under “the 
time-tested rules of common law.” The 
traditionally familiar law of torts, as 
already intimated, in many types of 
cases involves liability without fault. 
Neither is it true that court decisions 
have established that the law of negli- 
gence is to be applied indiscriminately 
to all types of circumstances where 
damage is done by airplanes. It looks 
as if the author himself on page 69 
forgot what he had just previously 
said on page 65. At page 69 appears 




















a brief quotation, although in this 
aspect entirely unexplained, taken 
from the leading case on airplane 
crashes against ground surface victims. 
That case said, “Such chance as there 
may be that a properly equipped and 
well-handled aeroplane may still crash 
upon and injure private property shall 
be borne by him who takes the 
machine aloft.” 

More extended quotation from that 
leading case (Rochester Gas and Elec- 
tric Corp. v. Dunlap, 266 N.Y.S. 469) 
could have included the following: 
“To hold that the defendant here is 
absolved from liability because he was 
himself free from negligence is to 
hazard all the chimneys in the land, 
as well as livestock on the farms, and 
even the people in their homes. The 
other alternative seems far more rea- 
sonable.” Again, that court said, “It 
must be kept in mind that, when dam- 
age occurs in such a case, one or the 
other party has to stand it, and no 
reason readily suggests itself why it 
should not be the one who has 
brought about the chance occurrence.” 
Again, that court quoted from certain 
other cases that “Aerial navigation, 
important as it may be, has no inher- 
ent superiority over the landowner 
where their rights and claims are in 
and “Air navigation, 


actual conflict,’ 


important as it is, cannot rightly levy 
toll upon the legal rights of others for 
its successful prosecution.” 
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Despite its total lack of substantial 
analysis of underlying considerations 
to guide the choice of controlling 
analogy from the mass of available 
divergent or conflicting precedents, 
and despite its utterly misleading 
statements about the place of liability 
without fault in connection with avia- 
tion accidents, the lawyer who is on 
his guard can find this book of some 
value. ‘his book attempts to cite all 
available aviation accident cases to 
date. Its chapter arrangement is such 
that it groups the cases cited partly 
according to the types of facts involved 
in aviation accidents and partly ac- 
cording to certain types of legal ques- 
tions invoked. The raw material of 
the now available cases is thus gath- 
ered conveniently in one place and 
given a rough preliminary grouping. 
This gathering and grouping facill- 
tates access to such portions of this 
raw material as the lawyer may for 
the occasion want to examine. In this 
respect this book after a fashion serves 
the purpose of a digest of points 
touched upon in the now available 
accident cases. The material pre- 
sented in the book looks very much as 
if in its compilation large use has been 
made of scissors and paste in stringing 
digest items together. By comparison, 
apparently, legal scholarship has 
played but a minor role.
